That could have been done and the Republicans of the county could 
have named the candidates of the party. The party boss, the office- 
broker, the man engaged in the business of buying and selling public 
office, don't want any law or rule that will interfere with his "busi- 
ness," For the first time in their lives the Republicans will have 
the power to go to the primary election on September 10th and vote 
for their choice for party nominees. Those of us who have so long 
Advocated this right and the giving of this power, will watch with 
great interest to see if the Republicans of this county will appre- 
ciate and exercise the power they now possess. 


The present direct primary election law has some serious 


defects, but it is better than no primary law, and I hope to be able to 
make it a better law by removing the finger prints of the bosses 
from it.

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JUDGES AND THE SHORT 


BALLOT 


ALL1 THREE candidates for President 


are in favor of the "appointment of the 
judiciary rather than their election. 


Mr. Taft thinks that even if they are 


elected they should be independent thence- 
forth and 'not subject to recall. 


Mr. Roosevelt believes that the\ should 


be appointed, but that if they are elected^ 
they might well be subject to recall by the 
legislature. This is the Massachusetts plan 
•which h$ mentioned in his much-discussed 
Columbus speech. 


Mr. Wilson goes a little further yet and 


while believing that they should be ap- 
pointive, says that if they are to be elected 
it is logical io recall them, too, by the 
usual popular process. 


All three are Short Ballot advocates, and 


recognize the need of clearing away from 
the baHot the jungle of minor offices which 
are not genuinely nolitical, leaving to the 
people an unencumbered field for the se- 
lection of representatives. 
The appointed 


»judiciary of Massachusetts and New Jersey 


ranks higher and is no mefre reactionary 
than the judiciary of the states where the 
judges must gn into politics, and the deci- 
sions of New Jersey and Massachusetts 
carry more weight as precedents. 


The judiciary, moreover, is usually sub- 


ject to better control by the people through 
appointment than through election. 
It is 


easier for the people io Delect a. Governor 
who will appoint the right kind of judges 
than to gauge the "capacity and spifit of a 
long list of judicial aspirants and make all 
the selections at the polls. 


It is a mistake to think that democracy 


is secured bv electing all state and count} 
officers from Governor down to constable. 
Experience has demonstrated that a three- 
foot bailot, or a seven-foot ballot, or a 14- 
foot ballot does not place political power 
in the hands of the people but ihaNt guar- 
antees boss rule. 
The conundrum, "Why • 


is a boss?" has this answer: "The long 
ballot." 


With judges appointed by the Gcnernor 


and with a short ballot to concentrate pop- 
ular attention upon the choice of Govern- 
or, it is almost certain that judges wbuld 
be more efficient_and less responsive to the 
influence of special interests than they are 
at present.

NO. 5 ' CLAUDE BOURGELET 


iJlaude Bourgelet, a Frenchman, was 


the pioneer In the establishment of the 
school of veterinary medicine 
and 


surgery, and founded tha first school 
for the treatment of horses in Lyons, 
France, toward the close of the Eiglit- 
"eenlh century, "He' was born In that 
city on March 27, 1873, and died at Al-» 
f»n ,^near -Paris, on. Januarv 3. 1779, 


the University of Toulouse ta be edu- 
cated as a lawyer, but France,- at the 
time, did not have a general code of 
laws. 
legislation WAS <*ohduoted on 


the, old Roman system, and each lo- 
cality had its reoognlzed customs. 


The study of law was necessarily a 


complex and tedious one, and It did 
not appeal to the young ^man. vBut as 
his family expected him to follow the 
profession, he not only graduated •with 
distinction, but soon 
found himself 


popular as an advocate, and with 
many clients, a.t Grenoble, where he 
settled. 


One day an e^ent occurred that 


changed his life. He had won a case 
and while pleading felt certain that 
he was acting: with entire justice. But 
just after his success he found out that 
ha had been deceived. 
He at once 


went before the court and* asked that 
the decision be reversed. But his most 
eloquent pleading was 1n vain—the case 
had been tried, the evidence carefully 
considered, and the judgment must 
stand. 


When he could not accomplish his 


righteous end. and the court Imposed 
silence upon him. Bourgelet tore his 
robe from >iis shoulders, threw it at 
the feet of the ludges and ordered 
them to take his name from the rolls 
as an advocate 
Then he -went home, 


cast Into the flames all his law bcwjks 
and sent the papers of all his clients 
back to them. 


The court cfhi reverse this decision, 


birt Bourgelet would not reconsider 
his resolution. He left Grenoble and 
in his after life could never upfvali <->r 
hear of this case of his without trem- 
bling in all his body, 


In his youth Bourgelet had loved 


horses, and he derided to enter a cav- 
alry regiment. He began to read and 
study works on the 
treatment of 


horses, and soon realized that th« heal- 
ing of disease In cattle was a true 
science. 
In 
order 
to understand 


horses he began to dissect the ani- 
mals, and continued hfs Investigations 
on other domestic creatures. Then he 
obtained the' post of director of the 
Lyons Riding school. 


Bourgelet began to write books on 


the subject of treating animals, and 
about this time Diderot and D'Alem- 
bert published their French encyclo- 
pedias, and they had him write for It 
on everything pertaining to veterinary 
medicine and surgery. When he wrote 
4i>worle on the comparative anatomy 
\>f the horse, the ox and the sheep, it 
was translated into all modern lan- 
guages. 


For six years Bourgetet jvrote and 


experimented 
constantly, and 
then 


founded 
the veterinary school, the 


honoi- of which belongs entirely to 
him. 
He lived to see hi-s ideas and 


methods followed in Italy, Germany 
and. some of the other nations of Eu- 
rope 


Bourgftlet arranged all the courses 


at this first school at Lyons, and he 
paw to it that each student had a 
thorough training, and soon there was 
a cal| for a second Institution 
This 


was established at AJfort, near Paris, 
and Bourg;0tet went from Lyons to 
take charge, Of It. 
So little did this 


man receive for his services that they 
had to appeal to the state for money

CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


III—FOUR YEARS AGO 


By FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 


The campaign of 1908 was the first 


national campaign in which publicity 
was required, and then not required 
by any national law, but by the law- 
of the state, of New Tork. The two 
big 
campaign 
committees, 
having 


their headquarters In Ne-w Tork city, 
thereby became amenable to the laws 
of the Empire state. The Democrats, 
at the instance of Me. Bryan, pub- 
lished their contributions and expenses 
before election, although that was not 
required, even 
under the state law. 


The Republicans refused 
to publish 


their lists until after the election, butx 
there was nothing shown in -the ic- 
port as finally published that might 
not just as well have been made pub- 
lic beforehand. 


According to the statements of the 


officials of the two national campaign 
committees, the 
Republicans 
had a 


million dollars more in 1908 than the 
Democrats. 
The Republican state- 


ment placed the expenditures of the 
national committee at* $1,600,000, while 
the Democrats had only $650,000 all 
told. Of the Republican fund $600,000 
was raised by -state finance commit- 
tee, and was spent in -the several states 
without going through the hands of 
the national committee, although the 
accounts were forwarded to thp com- 
mittee 
The national committee itself 


expended a Httic over a million dol- 
lars, 


In the Democratic camp there were 


more than a hundred, thousand indi- 
vidual contributors, upward of 23,000 
or whom lived 
m the 
state of New 


Xew York. "Cncie gam got $3T,QOO from 
Che Democratic national committee fn 
postage, the express companies $13,000. 
and the telegraph companies as much 
more. On the labor bureau $37,000 was 
spent in the effort to line up organ- 
:zed 
labor against Taft. The printing 


bill amounted to $142,000, and it cost 
$89,000 to supply the stream of cam- 
paign oratory that • flowed ^J.rom the 
hustings of the country.. The various 
State organizations got 
$12£KQOO. 


Recently congress has been probing 


into the campaign fund situation in 
the campaigns of 1904 and 1908, through 
the commute* on privileges artd elec- 
tions of the senate, but the results 
have- not been at all startling. 


Have Been Practically Virtuous 


According ti the -testimony of those 


who have appeared, the political com- 
mittee of th> ttt"o great parties ha%e 
been as 'politically virtuous as they 
well could be. As far back as 1904 
they were turning down sugar trust, 
tobacco trust and other trust contri- 
butions right 
and left, 
and neither 


party confesses to have been willing: 
to receive- "tainted money" from any 
source. One man came to Chairman 
Cortelyou with a roll ot bills amount- 
ing to $20,000 which he felt it hts-pa- 
triotic duty to give~to the1 cause of his 
party, and. then offhandedlj observed 
that when victory came once more to 
the glorious cause of Republicanism 
he hoped he would have- a friend at 
court when he. applied for ,1 position 
In the diplomatic service abroad. That 
little remark transformed A high-pur- 
posed contribution into one described 
fry a different adjective apd Mr. Cor- 
telyou <!aid nay, nay, thpre 1s tio need 
of such money- In our camp.

the election. A party filing a>' reporl
